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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

On June 14, 2006, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting claims 1- 
30. On December 18, 2006, the Applicant responded by amending claims 1, 4, 11, 14, 
21 , and 24 and canceling claims 2, 12, and 22. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9, 11-19, and 21-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Orrin (2002/0128940), as set forth in the previous Office Action. 

With regard to amended claims 1, 4, 11, 14, 21, and 24, Orrin discloses 
validating that the first representative of the first party has permission to agree to the 
amendment by verifying that the permission information for the first representative is 
digitally signed by a trusted entity, wherein the permission information is stored in a 
central permission database (p.4, 43 and p.7, 82 — trusted server validates the 
signatures) and otherwise, if the second party does not desire to agree to the request or 
if the validation does not establish that the first representative signed the request, 
returning a rejection of the request to the first party (p. 5, 57-58 and p.7, 82 — trusted 
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server may cancel the assignment or return the record). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 10, 20, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Orrin in view of Slone (2002/0128958), as set forth in the previous 

Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 18, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The Applicant argue that neither Orrin nor Slone discloses or 
teaches validating permissions for the financial transactional operations performed by 
the various actors, that is separate from the use of validated credentials for the various 
actors themselves or the use of a central permission database that provides a unified 
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view, as recited in amended claims 1,11, and 21. In response, Orrin discloses 
validating that the first representative of the first party has permission to agree to the 
amendment by verifying that the permission information for the first representative is 
digitally signed by a trusted entity, wherein the permission information is stored in a 
central permission database (p.4, 43 and p.7, 82— trusted server validates the 
signatures, signs electronic record with its own digital signature, and then encrypts to 
produce and authoritative copy) and otherwise, if the second party does not desire to 
agree to the request or if the validation does not establish that the first representative 
signed the request, returning a rejection of the request to the first party (p.5, 57-58 and 
p.7, 82— record may be in "assignment pending" status and trusted server may take 
action, such as canceling the assignment or returning the record), as recited in 
amended claims 1,11, and 21 .
